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Canadian Workers To Get 
Doctoring Minus Bills 

In about six months British Columbia 
workers receiving less than $1,800 a year 
will be provided with socialized medical 
service, says News Week. Employers 
will pay into a medical fund 1 per cent 
of their payrolls, employees 2 per cent of 
their wages, but not to exceed 70 cents 
a week. When the health insurance fund 
reaches $250,000, the service will start 
and thereafter workers and their families 
will be practically free from hospital and 
doctor bills. 

Among the few groups excluded from 
participation in this health insurance are 
Christian Scientists, because of their 
teachings.
